350th Anniversary Of Little 
Known Jamestown Group Due 
October 1; Recognition Sought 


While the target date is still ten months in the future, a strong 
sentiment is already developing in philatelic and other circles 
favoring the issuance of a stamp or set of stamps to mark the 
350th anniversary of the arrival of the first “foreign immigrants” 
in America. These were a contingent of Polish skilled workmen 
brought in by the Jamestown, Va. settlers in the second year of 
their operations. 


The realization that this is a 
historical fact comes as a sur- 
prise to many who. consider 
themselves acquainted with early 
colonial days. It is reminiscent 
of one rather unusual factor held 
in common by two commems of 
last year, the Virginia of Saga- 
dahock “ship building” stamp 
and the Jamestown adhesive— 
each brought the public face to 
face with some hitherto little 
known pioneer American history. 
In the first instance the ap- 
proach was direct — the stamp 
proclaimed the message. In the 
latter the kernel was well buried 
beneath the assorted pomp and 
pageantry, fanfare and general 
whoop-de-do of noting the 350th 
anniversary of the May 14, 1607 
landing at Jamestown. Further, 
it provided a faint clue to the 
basis of the proposed new issue. 
Even so, it was only the alert 
Jamestown tourist who had eyes 
in his head and a keen percep- 
tion behind them, and who in the 
course of his meanderings found 
himself out on Glass House Point 
watching the reconstructed early 
17th century glass works in op- 
eration, who could divine the 
history that lay behind the quaint 







































equipment and oddly dressed 


workmen. 

For this was no carnival glass- 
blowing sideshow, no “added at- 
traction”. It was, rather, a re- 
construction of our great nation’s 
first factory, and squarely on the 
original site at that. This spot 
it was from which the first ex- 
port consignment of American 
made merchandise was shipped, 
almost exactly 349 years ago. And 
it was on this ground that hu- 
manity’s greatest crucible, the 
American Melting Pot, struck its 
first boil. The date was October 
1, 1608. 


Sixteen months earlier the 
English had landed at Jamestown 
and set up their poorly projected 
and illy organized colony. It had 
soon become apparent that 
skilled workmen were needed, 
and overtures were made to Pol- 
ish craftsmen then in England 
and others still in the old coun- 
try. 

The first contingent landed in 
the new world October 1, 1608. At 
once they set about establishing 
facilities for -producing glass, 
cordage, flax, masts, pitch, rosin, 
soap ashes, and other products 
which they had originally ex-

Lombardy-Venetia, Parma, San 
Marino, Vatican City, and Somal- 
ia A. I. S. The “standard” 
section has’ undergone much re- 
vising and correcting, with a 
quotation for every major variety 
and many of the minor ones. 

Prices have been brought up to 
date as of the time of printing, 
with prices in Lire (worth at 
present 62% to the $1 U. S.). The 
language is Italian, with a de- 
tailed key in English, French, 
Spanish, and German as well. 
Further, there is a suitable phil- 
atelic glossary, also in the five 
languages. 

Illustrations are in ample num- 
ber. They are either full size or 
but 10% reduced, and minor dif- 
ferences are illustrated with en- 
larged sections showing full de- 
tails. 

Much hard-to-find information 
concerning both the background 
and production of many issues is 
given, to aid the user whether 


he be casual collector, serious 
student of philately, or, say, a 
topicalist. All in all, the work 


upholds to the fullest the Bolaffi 
reputation of the past, and, with 


its many additions, can but add’ 


appreciably to that ranking.

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Something New In Stamp Hinges 


A few weeks ago we mentioned some hew stamp hinges that 
were made in Austria. We now have a letter from a dealer in 
Sweden who sends us a sample of a hinge he offers and states 
that the hinges made in Austria are of the same quality as his 


hinges.

It is to be regretted that this gentle- 
man did not read and understand what 
we had said as the new hinge from Aus- 
tria is different than any other hinge we 
have ever seen. It may seem like a trival 
point, but we believe that the type of 
paper used in this Austrian made hinge 
is such that it will help to make the 
hinge more peelable than any other hinge 
we have ever seen. The paper is a thin 
glassine as in other hinges but it is not a 
smooth paper, rather it is pitted or peb- 
bled over its entire surface so that when 
moistened and attached to a stamp or to 
an album page, the entire surface of the 
hinge does not adhere to the stamp or 
album page. Only about half the surface 
sticks to the stamp or album page and 
the other half of the surface does not 
stick as due to the pebbled effect of the 
paper, the indentations in the paper have 
no gum in them and thus do not adhere, 
but rather they have minute air pockets. It should seem apparent 
that therefore this hinge should snap loose from the back of a 
stamp or from an album page much more readily than a hinge 
where its entire surface is stuck to the stamp or page. 

As stated before, this may seem like a trival matter, but it 
is in our estimation a thoroughly practical thought. 


Unhinged Before Hinging 


Speaking of hinges calls to my mind a letter from Pat Herst 
who tells about the silly craze for unhinged stamps. Pat says at 
the last ASDA show a youngster came to him to buy stamps and 
remarked that he did not care if the stamps were not well center- 
ed, but he did insist that they must be unhinged because he wanted 
to bé the first one that would hinge them. Pat said that reminded 
him of a collection he bought once and under some of the stamps 
the owner had written, “Unhinged before hinging.” How nutty 
can we get? 


Collecting For Fun 


After looking over our issue for the 30th December (that’s 
last year) I can not help but think what a lot of fun those people 
who collect Perfins must have. After all what did we start col- 
lecting stamps for? 

For fun and pleasure I will say—and if you look back to the 
time you started you will probably come up with the same answer. 
If we could have just kept on in the same way, collecting for fun, 
we would have enjoyed every bit of it and would not have got- 
ten so deeply involved as we now are. 

But, rather than just collect for the fun we got out of it, too 
many of us began to think of what we could buy and hold for a 
profit in the future. There was our first mistake. If we had just 
failed to think of profit from our collection we could have been 
better off, but having gotten caught in that net we got in deeper 
and deeper till it became a matter where we had to begin to think 
of what we had tied up in the collection, that is where the fun went 
out of it all. 

There is such a tremendous opportunity to have fun in col- 
lecting stamps. It can be done in so many different ways and at 
such a small cost that practically anyone can afford it. 

Take Perfins as one example. The stamps which show these 
punched initials and designs are mostly the very commonest stamps. 
Many people discard them, mixtures are often full of them and 
many collectors shun them and will not accept them, yet they offer 
an endless field for gathering together something that you can 
work with, arrange and study and after all, that is why you started 
collecting stamps. You do not have to spend a lot of money to 
make a collection if you will just use your imagination. Another 
field is “socked on the nose” cancels. Or cancels of any style or 
type. This is an unlimited field and stamps to use in it are cheap 
and easily acquired. Just start a collection for fun and see what a 
kick you can get out of it. 


British West Indies Federated Islands 


BWIFI for short. This new state came into being on Friday, 
January 3, 1958. It is a Federation of British Colonies in the West 
Indies and its capital is to be on Trinidad. There are 13 different 
colonies in the group. 

It is stated that this new state is already quarreling with the 
Vv.

The U. S. says its title is legal and if it must 
give up this land it must have payment for the same with which 
to build a new base.

Italian Area 
News From The 
Pierson Ostrow 


From the Vatican City comes 
news that the current 500L. and 
1000L. “St. Peter’s Dome” air- 
mails are no longer available at 
the Vatican post office. They will 
be replaced, probably within the 
next sixty days, by a new pair 
of high values to fill an urgent 
postal need. 

As of December 31, the follow- 
ing Vatican sets, hitherto “cur- 
rent”, were.no longer valid for 
postage: St. Ignatius Loyola; 
St. John Capistrano; Black Ma- 
donna; Capranica,. ~- 

The new Italian postal rate in- 
creases are bearing fruit in a ser- 
ies of new “service” stamps. Just 
received: ; 

A 75L. plum-colored special 
delivery in entirely new design 
(by L. Gasbarra) showing a pair 
of winged horses. Watermarked 
stars; distributed in’ panes of 50 
stamps. 

A 10L. pneumatic post stamp, 
in the “Helmeted Italia” ’design, 
carmine, watermarked stars, dis- 
tributed in panes of 50. 

A trio of authorized-delivery- 
parcel post, on star-watermarked 
paper, unchanged design; distri- 
buted in panes of 60 with corner 
“tabs” to round out the sheets — 
60, 90 and 120 Lire. 

Back in June of 1955 Italy is- 
sued two stamps to mark an In- 
ternational “Petroleum” Congress 
held in Rome that year. The Con- 
gress also served to mark Italy’s 
emergence as an_ oil-conscious 
nation. Her publicly-owned oil 
industry, known as ENI (Ente 
Nazionale Idrocarburi) has been 
going through a period of amaz- 
ing growth. Sparked by alert, 
aggressive Enrico Mattei, it has 
moved into the field of foreign 
exploitation (Iran and_ else- 
where), and is showing the peo- 
ple of Italy a very substantial 
over-all profit on its operations. 

Signor Mattei, not otherwise in 
any way anti-American, has just 
made news by a blistering criti- 
cism of the United States for 
what he charges was political 
pressure to keep Italian oil ex- 
ploration out of the foreign field. 
He lays to that pressure Italian 
inability to obtain drilling rights 
in the Sahara. The criticism, if 
warranted, would not speak well

There is one bit of information 
in the POD’s report of activity 
at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing for December, in this 
edition, which has been awaited. 
That concerns the number of im- 


25863 of the Whooping Crane. 

This one was generally con- 
sidered in short supply inas- 
much as such “news” had gotten 
out as early as the day of issue 
last November 22. I had report- 
ed that people were talking that 
way at the ASDA Show but that 
anything definite was not known. 

The Bureau report shows that 
25862 and 25863 each gave 89,896 
impressions. That should be suf- 
ficient to supply all demands at 
no extra premium. So don’t go 
paying big money for either 
number. 

And while we’re on plate num- 
bers it. is good to learn from 
PMG Summerfield that the US- 
POD is not contemplating remov- 
ing them from the selvedge of 
our stamps. He said they assist 
the Department in various ways 
and so they will stay. 

Here and there stamp win- 
dow clerks might have been 
bothered a trifle by demanding 
collectors — not the kind who 
are happy to get a block or two 
and then scram. Certainly not 
to the extent it became a “na- 
tional calamity” as the Canadian 
Post Office Department lets on. 

Unless plate-blocking becomes 
seriously obnoxious to the phila- 
telic agency or local post offices 
—and collectors can help here by 
being reasonable—I think they 
are entitled to some attention. 

The post office like other gov- 
ernment enterprises is there for 
the use of the people. Is it any 
different for a citizen to take a 
minute to get a plate block, when 
other offices help him with his 
income tax return, or with his 
agricultural problems? 

I think the Canadians have 
missed the entire point of the 
existence of their post offices. 
They are for the convenience of 
the citizens and not for the cod- 
dling of officials and their pet 
peeves and ideas of efficiency. 
Stamp collectors are citizens and 
are to be counted. 

The Canadian idea of not hav- 
ing plate numbers on panes of 
stamps sold through post offices, 
but available on those sold at 
the philatelic agency, could only 
come from some bureaucrat with 
a 19th century mind. May their 
number ever grow less.

did not realize how cheap some 
people can be. I have made quite 
a few mailings for the “Buckeye” 
where the postmaster insists on 
doing the precancelling. As a re- 
sult, I would be fortunate to get 
60% good ones and the rest were 
waste. I know that this -chap is 
one of the “write in” boys, so he 
is getting 40% not very read- 
able. Instead of throwing them 
away, he uses these waste ones 
when he cracks an office where 
he does his own precancelling. 
Thus there are some stamps with 
a good impression and a faint 
one of some other post office. 

I also noticed faint post can- 
celled stamps which had been 
precancelled later. Another cheap 
trick! 

Another trick I have run 
across was the use of a razor to 
cut the tail off the “r”’ of Spring- 
field to make it look like error 
“Spp.” I suggest that you check 
some of the missing period items 
to be sure that a razor has not 
been used to take away the per- 
iod (This has been done on the 
old type Grand Rapids coil.) 

There was a chap, who is dead 
now, who was very clever with 
the use of Chlorox to take off 
the dates used thus making some 
buros valuable that were not 
worth 1/10 in dated condition. 

It seems that wherever there 
is a chance to make a nickel, 
there will be “monkeyshines” so 
be on the alert and do not get 
fooled.

The things to remember which 
will keep you from becoming af- 
fected is that all your water- 
marking should be done in an 
ordinary size room. Use the fluids 
sparingly, and above all don’t sit 
there watermarking for hours on 
end. 

Good sense will tell you not 
to hook your nose over the edge 
of the watermarking tray and 
breathing deeply. The casual 
fumes you will get if done with 
good sense won’t damage you un- 
less you stay with it hour on 
hour.

Whenever you sink your teeth, 
or dentures, whichever the case 
may be, into a candy or choco- 
late bar, chances are that at 
least some of the cocoa from 
which the chocolate was _ pro- 
duced originated in Ghana, 
latest stop on our Alphabetical 
Global Tour of the British Com- 
monwealth. A great deal of con- 
troversy has raged in the U.S. 
and British philatelic press re- 
garding Ghana’s present and fu- 
ture stamps and we'll have to say 
more on this subject as well as 
on the fascinating philatelic his- 
tory of the former Crown Colony 
of the Gold Coast later in this 
series. 

Ghana has all the growing 
pains of any newly independent 
country and a few more besides. 
Divided by deep-seated regional 
and religious differences, a con- 
siderable part of the politically 
conscious segment of its popula- 
tion is opposed to the present 
regime. Although in power only 
since Independence Day, March 
6, 1957, the government of dy- 
namic Dr. Kwame Nkrumah, 
who spent several of his forma- 
tive years in Britain and the 
United States, has already been 
accused of dictatorial tendencies 
and the Prime Minister and his 
reputedly ruthless Interior Minis- 
ter have, in fact, deported some 
opposition leaders. 

Ghana has a tremendous poten- 
tial and the new state, if guided 
with statesmanship, efficiency 
and integrity, could turn out to 
be the most prosperous spot in 
all Africa. Ghana has all the 
spellbinding orators she will need 
for the next fifty years, but the 
question is whether there are 
enough administrators fitted for 
selfless public service by educa- 
tional background and emotional 
makeup. 

A great deal of Ghana’s future 
will depend on the on-again, off- 
again Volta River Project, a truly 
gigantic one billion dollar scheme 
to be shared by Ghana, Britain 
and Canadian and probably U.S. 
aluminum interests. A dam and 
hydro-electric station built at 
Ajena on the Volta and only 
about fifty miles inland from 
either Accra or the mouth of the 
river, further east, would provide 
power for a large-scale aluminum 
industry and other purposes, and, 
by creating the largest artificial 
lake in the world, 2000 ‘square 
miles, would also provide water 
to irrigate vast areas. 

Local bauxite, the raw material 
for aluminum, would be used, of 
which reserves estimated at 200 
million tons are available. 

_ Related developments would 
include new port, railway and 
road facilities, housing, schools 
and hospitals. Ghana, of course, 
is unable to furnish more than 
an insignificant part of either the 
necessary funds gr personnel and 
therefore will depend on the 
“colonialists” to organize this col- 
lossal undertaking. 

; No wonder that developments 
in Ghana even of seemingly 
minor importance are _ being 
watched in world capitals with 
the closest interests, an unusual 
attitude towards a country with 
a population of a scant five mil- 
lion. 

The reasons for such a small 
population in an area of 92;000 
square miles, the size of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland 
combined, were bloody slave 
raids and inter-tribal warfare 
lasting for centuries. Less than 
10,000 non-Africans reside in 
Ghana today, mostly Britons, In- 
dians, Syrians and Lebanese. 
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Vatican, St. Peter’s Basilica.

mostly low, sandy beach, backed 
by plains and scrub and inter- 
sected by various waterways. 
Inland, in the Northern Terri- 
tories, the country is open and 
undulating, the climate is hot 
and dry, with rainfall occurring 
intermittently between March 
and September. Further south, 
in the forest lands of Ashanti 
and in the southwest coastal area, 
it is hot and humid. The flat 
eastern coastal belt is warm and 
fairly dry. Except in the north, 
there are two rainy seasons, 
separated by a fairly dry spell in 
July and August and a longer 
one from December to February. 
There are no high mountains, 
but there are several ranges of 
hills rising to a maximum height 
of about 3000 feet. The central 
forest area is broken up into 
heavily wooded ridges and val- 
leys. Rivers and streams are 
plentiful, but many are seasonal 
and are dry for much of the year. 
The principal river, the Volta, 
is formed by the junction of the 
Black and White Voltas, both of 
which rise in the French African 
territory of Haute Volta. 


The country has a variety of 
agricultural and mineral _re- 
sources. Cocoa, which is now by 
far the most valuable export and 
the mainstay of the economy, was 
introduced into the territory less 
than a century ago. The de- 
velopment of its production has 
been due almost entirely to the 
efforts of African farmers assist- 
ed and encouraged by the Brit- 
ish Administration. It is grown 
mainly in the rain forest area of 
the Ashanti plateau, where heat, 
humidity and shade provide an 
ideal habitat. 

Along the coastal strip, aver- 
aging from 20 to 40 miles in 
width, many food crops are pro- 
duced both for local consumption 
and for export. They include 
cassava, corn, vegetables, ba- 
nanas and citrus fruits. Palm 
trees yield oil which, before the 
introduction of cocoa, was among 
the area’s main exports and for 
which there is still a steady de- 
mand. 

The forest areas, besides cocoa, 
produce mahogany and a num- 
ber of other valuable timbers. In 




























There never were any big Eu- 
ropean landowners to speak of, 
such as there are in Kenya. 
Slightly over half the popula- 
tion lives in the coastal province | 
formerly known as the Gald 
Coast Colony where most of the 
large towns are situated. Ash- 
anti and the Northern Territories 
have a population of about one 
million each while that part of 
Togoland which lies’ within 
Ghana, occupying a thin strip of 
land parallel to the entire length 
of Ghana’s eastern boundaries, is 
the home of roughly half a mil- 
lion inhabitants. 

The largest towns are Accra 
(150,000), Kumasi, chief town of 
Ashanti, which occupies most of 
the central portion of Ghana, 
(85,000), Sekondi-Tekoradi (50,- 
000) and Cape Coast (25,000). 
The whole of Ghana lies in the 
tropics and its climate is similar 
to that of other equatorial coun- 











tries. The 335-mile coast line is

parts of the Northern Territories 
and in the eastern coastal district 
there is a cattle industry which 
could be developed considerably 
if the disease-carrying tsetse fly 
could be eradicated. 


Mineral resources’ contribute 
substantially to the country’s 
wealth. Gold has been exported 
since the fifteenth century. There 
are large deposits of manganese, 
discovered about forty years ago, 
which are extensively worked, 
and a diamond mining industry, 
in operation since the early 
twenties of this century, now 
ranks as one of the principal sup- 
pliers of the world diamond 
market. 


At present, however, and prob- 
ably for many years to come, 
cocoa is the Number One pro- 
duct of Ghana, supplying one 
third of the world production. 
More on that interesting econom- 
ic topic later.

The language barrier which 
prevented so many stamp collec- 
tors, American as well British, 
from becoming familiar with the 
most highly specializing and up- 
to-date work on the exceedingly 
popular stamps of Vatican City, 
has been overcome. S.C.O.T. Pub- 
lications of Turin, Italy, has just 
published an English edition of 
the “Vatican City” section of the 
authorative 1958 “Bolaffi’s Stan- 
dard Catalogue of Italian 
Stamps”, 

This is a handsome 64-page 
volume with cover in colors 
which has been placed on sale at 
$1 post free. 

All stamps issued by Vatican 
City from 1929 to date are de- 
scribed. For each set the cata- 
logue contains the following in- 
formation: date of issue and of 
end of postal validity; name of 
the design’s author and, if nec- 
essary, that of the engraver; the 
sheet’s composition, the printing 
process, the name of the print- 
ers; the watermark, the perfora- 
tion, the value and color, the 
quantity printed, the explanation 
of the design and, in some cases, 
the indication of the art master- 
piece from which it was obtain- 
ed; biographic information on 
persons depicted; purposes of 
some issues, paper, printing, per- 
foration and watermark varieties 
known to date. 

Quotations are in U.S. dollars 
and indicated for standard type 
stamps as well as for complete 


sets, for sets on covers, on 
F.D.C’s, for varieties, gutter pairs 
and corner blocks. They are

souvenir sheets, imperfs and so- 
called trial color proofs, all of 
which bilked American collectors, 
to the tune of several thousand 
dollars. 

In the past, he has, in co- 
operation with money market 
loan artists ready to turn a quick 
buck, paid excessive prices on 
the first day of issue (or before 
it) to control the bulk of new is- 
sues, and passed on the expenses 
to U. S. wholesalers in the mark- 


up. 
His cries of “Wolf! Wolf!” 
along the conventional lines hav- 
ing paled by now, he has started 
claiming that other buyers, with 
more money, have cut in ahead 
of him, and are holding the new 
items off the market for future 
killings. 
In order to flush them out 
while the new issues are hot and 
in demand, he is demanding even 
higher prices from his American 
collaborators (or victims?). Ac- 
tually, there are no such “other 
buyers” and this is merely a new 
trick to squeeze more golden eggs 
out of the slightly - protesting 
goose. 
If American wholesalers, in- 
stead of being taken in by this 
clap-trap and continuing to co- 
operate with the scoundrel, 
would refuse to buy Lebanese 


other such matter at excessive 
mark-ups over face, the prices 
would come down. “Mr. X” 
would cease to operate, and Am- 
erican collectors could afford to 
add some attractive and desirable 
items to their Middle East col- 
lections at reasonable figures. 
This does not mean that the 
souvenir sheets and imperfs: can 
be had at the ordinary figure of 
face plus 10% for the Lebanese 
supplier plus the normal U. S.

double or triple face (since face 
usually only amounts to from 30c 
to 60c, U. S. — 100 piestres come 
to only about 30c U. S.), plus 
the usual percentages mentioned 
above, a sufficient premium has 
been paid and that under no cir- 
cumstances should 10 times face 
or other outrageous figures be 
considered. 

Reputable Arab Middle East 
dealers have been advising their 
U. S. customers along these lines 
for some time now and politely 
refusing to deal in items which 
do not conform to philatelic eth- 
ics. Americans can cooperate by 
going along with these dealers 
and not attempting to get the 
questionable items at any price. 

If this policy is adhered to, 
even at the cost of passing up a 
few such items until they are 
offered at reasonable prices, “X” 
and similar operators will soon be 
out of business and Middle East 
sheets and imperfs will again be- 
come collectable items available 
to the average collector. 

Yemen’s ‘‘Tool Box Stamps 

During the non-rainy season, 
when Sumara Pass is open for 
motor traffic between Taiz and 
Sana’a, the Taiz P. O. is always 
well supplied with a variety of 
desirable stamps on Thursdays 
and Sundays. These are the days 
the mail truck is in Taiz, enroute 
from Sana’a to Aden, or Aden to 
Sana’a. Since on only one of these 
days, Thursday, could the truck 
be delivering stamp orders from 
Sana’a, I was mystified as to how 
stamps were also procurable on 
Sundays. 

It must be understood that Ye- 
menite post offices do not re- 
ceive stamps on requisition but 
have to buy them, cash in ad- 
vance, either from the _ royal 
palace vaults (issues since 1948) 
or from the ex-G.P.O. hoard in 
Sana’a. Further they usually or- 
der only absolute necessities, for 
a very short period of time. 

The clerks let me wonder about 
this for a month or two, then one 
of them took me aside and said: 
“When the truck arrives this eve- 
ning, station yourself somewhere 
in the vicinity and keep your eye 
on the tool box.” } 

Loitering under a_ spreading 
pepper tree near the main en- 
trance to the G.P.O. that night, 
I watched the little green mail 
truck draw up and unload its 
four mail sacks from Aden. A 
little later, the chief clerk, in 
charge of stamp supplies, came 
out with the driver. > 

The latter, after pocketing a 
roll of silver Maria Theresa thal- 
ers wrapped in newspaper, got 
out the key to the tool box. He 
fished around amid tools and 
brown paper envelopes and pack- 
ages for a while and finally came 
up with what I could recognize 
from’ the distance as blue and 
orange bicolors of the 1942 ‘‘Post- 
age Due”’ set. ‘ 

Present also were a few strips 
of the 1 ‘imadi high value of the 
1940 regular “Waterlow” issue 
and some of the 14 bogash (blue 
and olive green bicolor) high val- 
ues of the 1946 Mutawakelite 
Hospital commemorative set. The 
driver relocked the tool box, 
shook hands with the clerk, and 
took off for the motor pool for 
the night. 

“Look,” said the clerk proudly, 
later in the evening, as he dis- 
played full sheets of the 6, 12 
and 20 bogash dues (which have 
never been used for any purpose 
but regular prepayment of post- 
age), “I just located some odds

and ends which arrived from 
Sana’a last Thursday.” 


He also produced the 1 ‘imadi 
and 14 bogash items. It is very 
hard to find anything but current 
4 bogash provisionals, plus a few 
rare 6’s and some very high val- 
ues in the Taiz post office, so I 
purchased liberally from the dues 
and Hospital commemoratives, to 
his evident satisfaction. 

I later found out indirectly that 
about half of the Taiz postage 
stamp needs were satisfied out 
of regular orders from the Sana’a 
hoard and about half out of the 
“tool box”, but I could not get 
anyone to give me a satisfactory 
explanation about the latter. It 
seems that the driver, who also 
delivers regular stamp _ orders, 
exercises some sort of proprietor- 
ship over the tool box stock. 

Some say he does so as agent 
for the Sana’a _postmaster or 
someone in the Sana’a post of- 
fice, but for a private stock of 
stamps, not the official hoard. 
Others claim that the stuff is 
Sana’a post office loot from the 
1948 revolution (all the tool box 
items are pre-1948, but, then, so 
is the whole main post office of 
Sana’a stock), and that the driv- 
er has either acquired a lot of it 
as private property or represents 
one of thé chief “holders” there- 
of. 

What is the explanation? Your 
guess is as good as mine. 


Bogshahs or Bogaches? 


L. E. Kieffer of Montvale, N. J., 
asks.why currency values on 
Yemen stamps are spelled vari- 
ously bogshah and bogchah, and 
their respective Anglicized plur- 
als, bogshahs and bogaches. 

The value of the Yemeni basic 
coin should be spelled ‘‘boqshah’’ 
and “buqash”, respectively, ac- 
cording to proper transliteration 
of the classical Arabic spelling. 
However, local usage allows an 
“o” sound to slip into the place 
of the classical Arabic u and a 
“g” sound to replace the q, so 
that the actual sounds, in English 
transliteration, are “bogshah” 
“bogash”, and this writer uses

Adventuring With 
Reply-Paid Postal Cards 


Erskine R.

One of the great attractions of philately is the many unique and 
personal experiments which may be explored according to one's 


whim! During the past four years I 
of one particular phase, but it is so 


have just scratched the surface 
interesting to me that I desire 


to share my experience and possibly stimulate experimentation on

I refer to “international postal cards with paid reply”. The re- 
cent U. S. issue of the 4c double reply-paid item of course occasioned 
a great increase in the use of these cards. I discovered that in many 
of the main post offices in the larger cities, prior to this recent is- 


sue, hardly anyone had ever heard 
postal stationery.

Furthermore, one could generally expect foreign postal admin- 


istrations to refuse to accept the 


reply-paid portion for return 


posting without local postage stamps being affixed. This situation 
is gradually being straightened out, thanks to the efforts of our own 


Post Office Department. 


When a foreign post office refuses to accept a U.S reply-paid 
postal card for return servicing, report should be made to the “Di- 
rector of International Service, Bureau of Transportation, Post Of- 
fice Department, Washington 25, D.C.” : 

The principal unusual feature of the reply-paid postal card is 
the “cancelled abroad” factor. This alone is sufficient to attract many 
collectors. Just address several of these reply-paid combinations to 
“Postmaster” in assorted forsaken spots about the world, and you'll 
be surprised at the number which will be returned. 

f course write a note on the card and give a little explanation, 
as this may well be the first reply-paid matter the recipient ever 
saw. I have even had postmasters, who evidently did not understand 
the U.P.U. agreement, affix a local stamp and return them. The 
regular 4c ones incidentally are also most useful when attempting to 


initiate foreign correspondence. 


_, Iam collecting postage dues on cover — specifically, on reply- 
paid matter. This is a rather simple procedure. First make up or 
otherwise obtain some “privately printed” reply-paid stationery for 
international use. Affix 3c U. S. stamps to both parts. 

_ , Address the message part to “Mail Dispatcher, UN Postal Ad- 
ministration, United Nations, N. Y.” and the reply part to some 
foreign pen pal, in your care at your U. S. address. This card will 


come back to you from the New 
Administration.

. ‘Upon receipt by you, cross out your name and address, and 
write in your friend’s home address in the foreign country. U. S. 


postal regulations are that the card 


will be forwarded to the new 


address and credit allowed for the U. S. stamp(s) on it. One card 
here illustrated is stamped “Postage Due 3c” although the correct 
charge should be lc. However, the Mocambique postage due stamp 
(8c .value) has been affixed and properly cancelled. An unusual 


item for any collection. 
I have discovered that a good 


many countries do have reply- 


paid postal cards. When I learn of such, I request my pen pal there 


to send me a number of blank ones. 


I address the message parts to 


my correspondents in various countries. The reply halves I address 
to myself, in care of my correspondent in the country in which the 


cards were issued. 


UPU requirements are that the reply portions must be returned 
to the country in which originally posted. Upon receipt by my cor- 
respondent, he crosses out his name and address, and redirects it 
to my home address in the U. S. One such example shows a Luxem- 
bourg cancellation on the message part, and a Roumania strike on 


the reply half. 
Occasionally I come across an 


old imprinted reply-paid card, 


the message part of which has been used but with the reply portion 


not. For instance, here illustrated

About The Postage Rate Increase: 


In the “First Issue, 1958” of “Herst’s Outbursts”, house organ 
of Herman Herst, Shrub Oak, N.Y. is some comment relative to the 
campaign on the part of the Post Office Department to raise the 
first class rate to 4c and perhaps even 5c. Mr. Herst has taken a 
look at the POD’s proposal and the claims it makes as to its nec- 
essity and has penned the following:- 


THE POST OFFICE AGAIN 


This may be one of our last outbursts in the OUTBURST 
on the proposed mail rate increase. We are told that the Senate, 
which has steadily opposed the Post Office demands for higher 
rates will not defeat the bill when it is presented in this session. 
This appears to be part of a “you scratch my back, I'll scratch 
yours” whereby one Senate faction will give in on one issue if the 
other will give in on the Post Office demand. oe 

We hope it will not be without a fight, and we are pinning 
editorial laurels on Senator Richard Neuburger, of Oregon, a one 
time friend of the Editor from his boyhood days in that gem State 
of the Western seaboard. The Senator was recently quoted in 
The New York Times as saying: 

“There is no valid reason why the Post Office should be singled 
out for operating at a profit, while all the others incur large def- 
icits which amount to many billions of dollars. The present Ad- 
ministration is asking our people to pay more for less service. It 
is asking the public to pay a premium for built-in waste and in- 
efficiency.” 

It is unfortunate that the facts in the Post Office mess are 
seldom brought to the attention of the public. Unorganized as it 
is, the public is to be asked to dig further into its pockets to per- 
mit Post Office inefficiency to extend itself indefinitely into the 
future. An extra penny on a letter may not seem like much, but 
by the Post Office’s own reasoning,‘it will add up to hundreds of 
millions of dollars, not an inconsequential sum, even if it costs 
each citizen only a few dollars per year. 

The Post Office in its phoney deficit claims includes no less 
than $392,000,000 which it now gives in free and public welfare 
services annually. There would be little or no “deficit” if Con- 
gress frankly appropriated this $392,000,000 as it does for all other 
Government agencies—as straight welfare costs. 

The public ought to know that at the 3c rate on first class let- 

ters, the Post Office BY ITS OWN FIGURES, maks a net profit of 
7%, and that under the proposed increase it would make an un- 
conscionable profit of 42%. 
’ The Post Office bleats that it wants to pay for its own opera- 
tion, yet in its own report it admits that the majority of: its func- 
tions are services given its patrons for which the reward can never 
cover the expenses. Their Cost Ascertainment Report for 1955 
gives the following functions which are not expected. to pay their 
way: 

Third and Fourth Class Post Offices; Rural Free Delivery; 
Star Route Delivery; Mail to Puerto Rico, Hawaii, Alaska; Certi- 
fied Mail; Registry; Post and Postal Cards; Money Orders; Insur- 
ance; Collect on Delivery; Selling U. S. Savings Bonds; Civil Serv- 
ice; Documenary Stamps; Custodial Services on Public Buildings; 
International Mail, Surface; Free Registry for other Depart- 
ments, etc. 

Other Government Departments also perform public functions 
in which the fees do not begin to cover the costs and there is no 
demand that the fees be made commensurate. It is simply that 
the politics-ridden, grossly inefficient Post Office attempts to fast- 
en itself on the back of an unprotesting public by maintaining a 
policy of giving less service for more and more money. 

A step-by-step enumeration of public welfare costs in fiscal 
year 1955 produces a total $392,400,000, which is $29,700,000 MORE 
than the so-called postal “deficit” of $362,700,000 in fiscal 1955. 
Public welfare requires the Post Office to supply many non-postal 
services, to carry certain classes of mail with little or no charge, to 
grant lower rates to certain classes of mail such as library books, 
to grant certain lower rates because of custom alone, to provide 
many special services, to serve remote areas, and to engage in 
many unprofitable activities. The $392,400,000 total of public serv- 
ice items does not include the many public service costs which can- 
not be isolated ahd itemized. The cost for the public exists tor the 
common good and should be compensated for from the Treasury. 
Before rates are made or changed these hidden costs must be 
properly considered. 

Congress is sensitive to public opinion but it has to be ap- 
prised of the feelings of the people back home. Thus far, there 
has been no outcry against this raid on the individual’s pocketbook. 
If even half the OUTBURST readers were to wirte a letter to their 
Senators and Congressman, and urge others to do likewise, it might 
still be possible to get better postal service at present rates. An 
increase without the assurance of an improvement in service is 
merely giving the Post Office the opportunity to continue its 
notorious past with little desire to better matters. 


CPS Convention At 
Vancouver In May 


The province of British Colum- 
bia will celebrate its 100th anni- 
versary as a colony this year. 
Centennial celebrations will last 
from January to December all 
across the province. Center of 
festivities will be Victoria, the 
capital city. Here, May 9-11, will 
be held VICPEX, the 30th annual 
convention of Canada’s national 
philatelic organization, the CPS. 
It will be the first time in the 30- 
year history of the Canadian 
Philatelic Society that an annual 
exhibition and convention has 
been held in the west. 


The Empress Hotel will be con- 
vention headquarters. Spacious 
lounges and exhibition rooms 
have been reserved for VICPEX. 
Victoria’s picturesque landscape 
and historic landmarks are easily 
reached from convention head- 
quarters, as are parks, shopping 
district, churches and residential 
sections with their lovely gar- 
dens. Special tours will be ar- 
ranged for all delegates and visi- 
tors, thus insuring a well-round- 
ed visit to British Columbia’s 
“City of Gardens”, 

The two host clubs at VICPEX 
will be the Greater Victoria Phil- 
atelic Society and the Vancouver 
Island Philatelic Society. General 
Chairman A.R.C. Wilding, presi- 
dent of the G.V.P.S., has an- 





nounced the receipt of a letter 
giving VICPEX Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth’s gracious per- 
mission to exhibit excerpts from 
the royal collections. 


.Entry forms and_ prospectus 
may be had by writing to VIC- 
PEX, Box 771, Victoria, B.C., 
Canada. A complete list of classes 
and divisions is given thus sim- 
plifying the entry of frames for 
competition. Also included in the 
prospectus is a list of the various 
prizes and trophies to be award- 
ed winning frames. The usual 
CPS awards will be presented. 


A special centennial postage 
stamp honoring British Columbia 
will be issued in May 1958. De- 
tails of design and and color will 
be revealed by the post office at 
a later date. First day covers, 
as well as VICPEX event covers, 
will be available to all those writ- 
ing to Box 771, Victoria, B.C. 
Canada. Covers will be 15c¢ each 
serviced. 


VICPEX poster seals bear a 
reproduction of British Colum- 
bia’s first postmark. These will 
be printed in sheets of 6 and will 
cost 25c for two sheets. A letter 
or card to “Seals”, Box 771, Vic- 
toria, B.C. will be sufficient when 
ordering VICPEX poster stamps.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 
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The new British turbine-pro- 
pellor planes are making a big 
impression in Israel, as elsewhere. 
The Israeli El Al airline order- 
ed four of the new “turbo-prop” 
Bristol Britannia ships and put 
them to use on December 22. 





At that time, a special can- 
cellation, showing the new, sleek 
plane, was used in connection 
with flights from Israel’s Lod 
Sede Teufa airport to Paris and to 
New York. These flights had been 
heralded in full-page advertise- 
ments in such important papers 
as the New York Times. 
Incidentally, Malaya’s  Inde- 
pendence Day was marked by a 
special airflight from Israel to 
the new nation last August. The 


| flight covers were dispatched on 


August 26, and received a special 
“Independence Day” cancel at 
Kuala Lumpur on August 31. 
Israel opened a new post of- 
fice (November 6) at Ofakim. A 
“civic cancel’ went into use at 
Tel Aviv-Jaffa on November 5, 
showing a precise little man 
sweeping up rubbish. The word- 
ing on the cancel urges citizens 
to “keep your city clean”. 

The 1955 Youth Aliyah stamps 
are recalled to mind by a report 
which appeared in “Israel Di- 
gest” on January 6. The report 
tells of some 5500 young people 
“aged 11 to 17’, who were “ab- 
sorbed by Youth Aliyah... 
undertakings” in 1957. 

The Youth Aliyah movement 
is concerned with encouraging 
and directing youth immigration 
into Israel. An attempt.is made to 
direct the young people, where 
possible, into the agricultural 
settlements, and the 1958 pro- 
gram calls for the establishment 
of 14-new settlements in the 
Adullam region of the country. 
Recent telegram releases from 
the Israel Philatelic Agency in 
this country denounced as “false” 
and “an attempt to create sensa- 
ttion where none exists” reports 
that ‘tab strips of recent Israel 
commemorative stamps had been 


separately printed. Now the 
semi-authoritative “Holy Land 
Philatelist”, in its November, 


1957 issue, has reproduced a pho- 
tograph of one of the stamps in 
question, adducing it as “just an- 
other proof of the separate print- 
ing of the tabbed stamps”. 

Is everybody out of step except 
the Philatelic Agency?

(Continued from page 1) 





ported from Poland to England. 

Within three weeks that first 
glass furnace was blazing away, 
and in less than two months the 
industrious newcomers had made 
enough assorted products to for- 
ward a modest consignment to 
England via the “Mary and Mar- 


garet” which had brought them. 
Later such products as_ clap- 
boards, building materials and 


lumber were added to the out- 
ward bound cargoes. (The 
capacity of that first glass fur- 
nace was modest, but its ‘‘descen- 
dants” of 1958 have a combined 
annual capacity of more than 
six million tons, at latest reports). 

Among those first arrivals from 
Catholic Poland coming to the 
aid of Protestant Englishmen in 
the new world were Zbigniew 
Stefanski, Jan Bogdan, Jan Mata, 
and Stanislaw Sandowski directly 
from Poland, and Michal Nowicki 
from London. 

Capt. John Smith had known 
Bogdan while visiting Poland in 
1603, and the resumption of the 
acquaintance in Virginia proved 
most profitable to the English- 
man. For shortly after the Poles 
arrived Smith was captured by 
the Indians under Chief Pa- 
Pahegh, and it was Bogdan and 
Stefanski who rescued him. 

The Pocahontas rescue had tak- 
en place supposedly, in Decem- 
ber, 1607, but various historians 
lend rather less credence to it 
than to the Bogdan-Stefanski 
episode, even though the former 
recital has received the lion’s 
share of the pubilicity. After all, 
it has been said, 12-year-old In- 
dian maidens are better “copy” 
than grizzled, adult Polish sol- 
dier-workmen. 

Later ships brought more Poles 
who distinguished themselves 
both in defending the colony 
against hostile Indians and in 
helping it grow in economy. No 
one could estimate what might 
have been the ultimate destiny 
of the ill-fated undertaking had 
it not been for these first “for- 
eign immigrants” of its second 
and subsequent years. 

After a year or so, some of 
these early Polish settlers re- 
turned to England with Capt. 
Fohn Smith and settled for a 
while in London. The Virginia 
Company implored them to re- 
turn to Jamestown with a prom- 
ise of better living conditions and 
a better administration. In May, 
1610, they returned and renewed 
their efforts in the new world. 

By 1619 the colony had grown 
to 2000 freedom loving settlers 
who now were extended certain 
civil rights and liberties. Under 
the pretext that they were still 
indebted for their passage from 
England to America, the Poles 
were denied their right to vote 


they stopped their work at the 
glass furnace. 

According to the records of 
The Virginia Co. “they céased. to 
work until this injustice would 
be removed.” The matter was re- 
ferred.to the Company’s Council 
in London which went on record 
that “concessions were made to 
the Polanders and they were or- 
dered to finish their strike.” 
This was the first strike in 
America and it was won—not for 
economic gains or fringe benefits, 
but to gain civil liberties. 
Apropos the strike, it was 
further documented: “And _ be- 
cause their skill in making glass, 
soap, pitch and tar shall not die 
with them, it is agreed that some 
young men shall be put unto 
them to learn their skill and 
knowledge therein for the benefit 
of the country hereafter.” 

Thus the Poles were officially 
recognized as our first teacher 
in the trade. 

Conway Whittle Sams, in his 
“The Conquest of Virginia” sum- 
marizes the affairs of the Polish 
settlers with, “All we know of 
the Poles in Jamestown is to their 
credit.” And Capt. John Smith in 
his writings notes that “The ar- 
rival in Virginia of skilled crafts- 
men from Catholic Poland in 1608 
saved the first English settle- 
ment in America from collapse.” 
The location where the Poles 
had their glass furnace is known 
to this day as Glass House Point. 
In 1931 Jesse Dimmick, owner of 
the land, found the exact spot 
where the furnace was located 
and in 1948 and 1949 our National 
Park Service uncovered pieces of 
furnaces, glass-making imple- 
ments and considerable chunks 
of glass. 

During the celebration of the 
350th anniversary of the found-

in the election of burgesses, sof} 


ing of Jamestown, the American 
Flint Glass Worker Union with 
others, spent $100,000 to recon- 
struct the glass works and to 
keep it in operation as an attrac- 
tion to visitors. The equipment, 
dréss, atmosphere and minute de- 
tails of the 17th century are 
earefully maintained. 

On September 29, 1957, in con- 
junction with the Jamestown 
Festival, the Polsh Falcon Alli- 
ance unveiled a bronze plaque 
commemorating the landing of 
the first Poles in Jamestown. 


On or about October ist, 1958 
on the precise 350th anniversary, 
Americans of Polish descent will 
gather at Jamestown to celebrate 
the arrival of the first Polish 
settlers in America. Incidentally, 
there are today some 7,000,000 
Americans of Polish descent in 
this country and some of them 
trace their ancestry to the set- 
tlers at Jamestown. 

To commemorate the James- 
town Exposition held at Hamp- 
ton Roads, April 20 to December 
1, 1907, on the 300th anniversary 
of the founding of the first per- 
manent English settlement in 
America the U. S. Post Office is- 
sued a set of three stamps in 
April and May 1907. Similarly, 
the 350th anniversary was noted 
last year by the release of the 
Jamestown Naval Review single. 

Proponents of the idea of the 
October stamp feel that such 
further philatelic recognition is 
in order to pay tribute to this 
first grist to feed the American 
Melting Pot, three and a half 
centuries ago, on the Virginia 
shore. 

(Mindful of the historical back- 
ground and importance of this 
long neglected page of the na- 
tion’s record, the Polonus Phil- 
telic Society will take special 
note of it at their forthcoming 
convention. The group special- 
izes in the stamps of Poland, 
and the exhibition will be known 
as “POLPEX ’58’. It will be held 
in Chicago, Ill. Feb 28, March 1-2, 
and will feature two bicolored 
seals depicting highlights from 
the Jamestown era).

FIRST DAY COVERS 


A stamp dealer asks me about 
a First Day Precancel Cover that 
a customer was trying to sell to 
him. Actually there can hard- 
ly be such a thing as a date on 
the cover more or less establishes 
it for what it is. There are no 
dates on the First Day Covers 
that are being circulated now. 

There is a question as to just 
what and when a precancel first 
day cover can or could exist. I 
think there would be a lot of an- 
swers to that one, not very many 
of them being in agreement. A 
firm in the east this summer 
took out permits from some of 
the newly authorized offices and 
obtained covers from the places 
with precancels on the covers. 
Who can say whether these were 
not issued the very first day the 
device was received in the of- 
fice? Or by what other yard- 
stick would you judge a Pre- 
cancel First Day Cover? 

Needless to say there is NO 
trend to collecting precancels on 
covers that I can note, although 
it could be mighty interesting.

TEUTONIC WAR 
RELIEF COMMITTEE 


Perhaps one of the _ shortest 
lived seals ever issued was that 
of the Teutonic War Relief Com- 
mittee which in the early part 
of 1917 had offices at 42 Broad- 
way, New York City. 




















The seals pictured a mother 
and child and were printed in 
yellow, blue and black, 100 to a 
sheet. The only inscription was 
“war” at top and “Relief” at bot- 
tom. An_ envelope containing 
them and also a letter from the 
committee bears the postmark 
of February 10, 1917. As war was 
officially declared on April 6, 
1917 by the United States against 
the very countries for which the 
seals were intended to raise re- 
lief funds, the sale of the seals 
probably ended within less than 
pag months after they were sent 
out. 

According to the letter the 
funds received were to be used 
to relieve suffering among the 
non-combatants in Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Poland, Turkey 
and Bulgaria. These countries 
constituted the Central Powers 
against which the United States 
declared war. 

Various perforations have been 
noted. Some were perforated 14 
all around, others 11™% all around 
and still others were perforated 
14 across and 11% down. 

_ The letterhead had the designa- 
tion “TEUTONIC WAR RELIEF 
COMMITTEE”. Then came a list 
of officers and interested indi-

The world philatelic press is 
now beginning to play up airlet- 
ter sheets. Try to obtain them 
mint or used, including the reg- 
ular aerogrammes, POW airlet- 
ters, and V-mail. These are col- 
lected entire as even a small tear 
in a flap can give the item very 
little value. So be careful when 
you open any airletter corres- 
pondence. The grouping of air- 
letter sheets is as follows: 


1. Plain sheets marked “Air 
Letter”, “Aerogramme” or other 
like legend. Many foreign toun- 
tries use the term “Air Letter” 
in the language of the particular 
country which prints the sheet. 
Our first variety of sheet has the 
stamp imprinted. 


2. Sheets marked as above, but 
without the imprinted stamp. 
These sheets require adhesives 
to cover the air letter fee. 


3. Air letter sheets for armed 
forces. These have imprinted 
stamps or postage paid marking 
and are used by military person- 
nel. (Presently the Swedish 
forces of the UN are using an 
airletter sheet with a special 
imprinted stamp thereon). Also, 
many POW camps in World War 
I had special air letter forms 
which today are quite rare and 
sought after by many air letter 
specialists. In this: group such 
V-mail of World War II as was 
flown via air letter form must 
be included. 


_ 4 Sheets which contain an 
imprinted stamp plus space for 
an adhesive to make up the 
postage. These are more easily 
obtained -than those mentioned 
previously. 


5. Privately printed airletters. 
It is known to many collectors 
that some countries (even the 
U.S.A.) issue permits for firms 
doing much international mailing 
to print private ALS. Several 
Scandanavian countries have pri- 
vates, along with Qantas Air 
lines in Australia, 


6. Air letter errors. The Olym- 
pic 10d sheet of Australia has an 
error in the spelling of Mel- 
bourne as “Melbournf.” Also, a 
U.S. sheet has been done with 
the stamp in brown instead of 
red. There are many other er- 
rors in sheets which make a 
complete hobby in itself. 


7. Last come the _ philatelic 
sheets. This type is an ALS 
which is a FDC of an adhesive, 
perhaps a first flight, post of- 
fice opening or similar event. 
Many a philatelic cacheted cov- 
er makes its way about the globe 
in airletter form. This is the most 
economical way since, for exam- 
ple, an airletter in the U.S. costs 
10c to go anywhere in the world. 
Envelopes cost 25c per half ounce 
to many countries. Yes, ALS 
besides being collectors’ items 
are a saving in postage,
